The reply filed March 13, 2002 is not fully responsive to the prior Office action because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): 
Applicant did not provide a proper election, i.e. single molecular embodiment of the peptide to be examined. The election of SEQ ID 
NO:l is not proper because SEQ ID NO: 1 emcompasses multiple sequences, see Paper No.l 1, page 3. Applicant is required to elect a 
single molecular embodiment of peptide for examination, wherein the peptide is refernced with a sequence identifier. Again, 
Applicant is required to identify all claims that read on the elected species. 

Applicant is requested in order to comply with sequence rules to correct the error reiterated in claims 2-15 with regard to appropriate 
number of Xaa's in claimed sequences, see page 3 of Paper No.l 1 . 

Applicant traversal with regard to rejoiner of claims 14-15 is found to be persuasive. Upon a proper election examination will inclede 
these claims in so far as they encompass the elected peptide.
